Mass Illness on Job Tied 
To Stress of Boring Work

CINCINNATI fNYT) — In a small Mi d w e s ter n {dam, a group of 
women are assembling aluminum lawn fumitiire- Suddenly, one of 
them, then another and another, sees a “blue'nrisf* hovering over 
the workers. In ones and twos, (hen by the score, the wotftn begin 
to complain of headaches, bad tastes in their mouths, dizziness, 
lightheaded ness and weakness. The symptoms spread quickly and 
the plant is dosed for. several days while indudnal hygienists take 
air samples and search for toxic chemicals that may have caused 
the outbreak. - •; 

But nothing is found, just as nothing physical has been found to 
account for many other instances of what psychiatrists call * 4 mass 
psychogenic illness” and what industrialists and laymen are begin- 
ning to know as “assembly-line hysteria.” 

Physicians have long known that mental and emotional stress 
can lead to physical dikabHities : — ulcers, heart disease,' headaches 
and other bodily afflictions. In assembly-line hysteria, researchers 
at the National Institute *for Occupational Safety and Health are 
discovering, stress may cause such physical problems in a mass of 
workers almost simultaneously; as though a contagious physical' 
illness had invaded thcplant, .

Described as '*V«y Dramatic’. . 

“It is very dramatic when it occurs,” said Michael Coriigan, a 
clinical psychologist at the institute's facility here.“AH of a sodden, 
people become so weak, that they have to be helped from the floor; 
there's a lot off rapid breathing and, if there is a usttaf hypovehtiht- 
tion, there may be spasms. It's general p an d emonium, and it’s 
understandable. If people hear there's a poisOn in. the air and peo- 
ple are gening sick all around them, in sane cases it verges on 
panic." 

Researchers are stgl gathering information about th e ins ta n ces of 
such mass sickness in which no physical expla n a tio n — no poison 
or gas — could be found. What they know so far, however, points 
to some possible answers. 

The outbreaks occur most commonly on assembly Knes, where 
each worker performs the same repetitious task oyer and over — 
assembling electrical switches, packing fish or pgndnng computer 
cards. Outbreaks have also been known to occur inschoois, which, 
like assembly lines; are places of highly organized, and structured 
activities in which tension is likdy to niOuaL 

The jobs of affected workers are usually considered to be without 
much -opportunity, for advancement, and the nose -level is almost 
always hig h ha mOe than 90 percent of the cases, the victims are 
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Mr. CoUigan believes that, while there may be some cBfiferences 
of personality and behavior among peof^e who get the sickness and 
those who do not, the reasons for the outbreaks are probably due to 
a kind of rebellion by the body to unpleasant waking conditions, 
or perhaps to the fact of wok in the first (dace; 

In interviews with -victims of psychogenic illness , Mr. Co lli g an 
and others have found several common traits. Most had less educa- 
tion than the unaffected control group. In some cues, they were 
more dependent on their jobs for then- families* survival, had. more 
children at home and were more dissatisfied with their bosses and 
with their work than these who were not affected. 

“What these people arc saying when they get these symptoms is, 
This place makes me sick,’ ” Mr. CoUigan said, “and they are 
quite right Only it may not be a physical hazard that is doing it.” 

The big question to Mr. CoUigan is why psychogenic illn es s 
strikes women so much more frequently than men. 

“Women who enter the job market now, as is happening. more 
and more frequently, get assigned to the crTHTimitet jobs.” In other 
words, the job, not the personality or the gender, is the . factor 
predphating the breakdown. 

Mr. CoUigan also noted that traditional femaleroles allow wom- 
en to be more expressive than men of their psychological dresses.

Battle Troops 
In Oil Region

KJHORAMSHAHR, Iran. Mav 
30 (AP) — Iranian Arabs demand- 
ing autonomy battled troops today 
in a rampage of arson and gunfire 
in Khoramshahr, the country's 
largest port and center or the KJmz- 
esum oil region. 

The state radio said that 21 per- 
sons were killed and at least 76 
injured. A later broadcast said the 
army was in control and calm hail 
returned to the city, but another re- 
port said that intense fighting was 
still going on. 

The radio said that some fighting 
also had broken out in the nearby 
oil-refining city of Abadan. 

The Arabs, renewing their strug- 
gle for the autonomy that has been 
denied to them by' deposed Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahutvi and the 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, at- 
tacked a naval base and the district 
governor's office and set fire to the 
main police station, the post office 
and the government tobacco facto- 
ry. 


To Counter Criticism of Regime 

Shah Aides Saw Mrs . Javits as Cover in U.S.

TEHRAN, May 30 (NYT) — In 
the confidential files of Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi’s de- 
posed government, Marion Javits' 

C ' 'ic relations connection with 
Air was described by the 
shah’s officials as a cover for ef- 
forts to create an “Iran lobby” that 
would be influential in the united 
States with Congress and the press. 

The documents reveal that the 
shah was loki by his advisers that 
the ludf-mSHon-dolIar effort could 
help tire regime counter criticism of 
increases in its 03 prices, extensive 
weapons. I'puroheses and- internal 
repression. - 

“The existence of an Iran lpbby 
in the American Congress s fcet.js 
useful,” said Premier Amir Abbas 
Hoveyda in a memorandum to the 
shah on Jan. 18, 1975. The memo- 
randum dealt with a December, 
1974, proposal by Mrs. Javits, wife 
of Jacob Javits, New -York’s senior 
senator and ranking Republican on 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
that she do public relations on be- 
half of Iran. 

“At the same time, employing 
the services of a company in which 
Mrs. Javits has a share, taking into 
consideration the great influence 
and possibilities that Sen. Javits 
and ins wife have in New York Gty 


or Mr. Javits alone has in the 
American Senate, may be a remark- 
able political opportunity” Mr. 
Hoveyda said in nis memorandum 
to the shah. 

The documents, in Parian, were 
translated by The New York 
Times. These documents —but not 
Mrs. Javits’ letters, written in Eng- 
lish on her personal stationery — 
openly described the contract with 
Iran Air as a subterfuge designed to 
conceal a broader lobbying effort. 

(Repealed telephone calls to 
bus. Javits to obtain her views of 
the nature of her wok on behalf of 
Xrrii wenhutt resumed: It was thus 
not immediately dear to what ex- 
tent Mrs. Javits shared the view of 
the Iranian government.) 

After the victory in February of 
the Islamic revolutionaries beaded 
by Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
former P r e mi er Hoveyda was 
arrested, tried in secret and execut- 
ed on April 7. 

In discussing the way in which 
the UJ>. arrangements were to be 
made, Parviz Raji, an aide to the 
premier who handled most of the 
details of the 5507,000 contract 
with the public relation concern of 
Ruder A Finn Inn, wrote to Mr. 
Hoveyda on June 21, 1975: 

“In order to avoid any rumor or 


entanglements which may result in 
the possible exposure of this con- 
tract, I would propose you permit 
Iran Air to be the Iranian party in 
this contract Of course, the signa- 
ture of the Ruder A Finn contract 
with Iran Air is only a pretense and 
in action the said company is obli- 
gated to cany out the items of the 
contract previously agreed upon.” 

Secrecy Warnings 

The documents concerning the 
contract, dated Aug. 4. 1975, are 
filled with warnings that the matter 
must be kept secret. A co n t ro v e rsy 
arose in January, 1976, when it was 
divulged that Mrs. Javits was re- 
ceiving 567,500 as a public rela- 
tions consultant to Iran Air. At 
first, she defended her work on be- 
half of Iran and insisted that she 
would continue it. But after a few 
days, she resigned. 

“In discussions held with Mrs.- 
Javits and company officials prior 
to the submission of the contract, 
the utmost necessity of keeping this 
cooperation confid en tial was stated 
over and over again as the primary 
condition. Even the real reason for 
Iran Air’s being the otter party for 
the contract was to have a cover 
justifying our mutual cooperation,” 
Mr. Raji wrote in a memorandum.

Actress Mary Pickford Is Dead at 86 


NEW YORK, May 30 (NYT) — 
'Mary Pickford. 86, who reigned su- 
preme as “America's Sweetheart” 
m the era of silent films, died of a 
stroke yesterday in Santa Monica, 
Calif. 

Beloved in her heyday as a girl 
with golden-brown curls ana a 
smile of beguiling innocence. Miss 
Pickford was the fust movie star to 
have her name in marquee lights, 
the first to be paid in thousands of 
dollars a week and one off the first 
to achieve an interna t i o nal reputa- 
tion; she embodied the American 
dream — a person who rose by ter. 
own talents from rags to aches, 
indeed, to very great wealth. 

Miss Pickford entered films in 
1909. when she -was a IS-^y ear-old 
stage actress, and came into her 
own in 1917 with “The Poor Little 
Rich Girl" and “Rebecca of Sunny- 
brook Farm.” For the next dozen 
years, virtually, everything she 
touched was transmuted into suc- 
cess and fame, culminating in an 
Oscar for her ‘.role in “Coquette,” 
her first sound picture, in 1929. 

She outshone her contemporary 
female stars. Great as were the 


dy Longlegs,” “Poflyanna,” “Little 
Lord Fauntkroy” and “My Best 
GirL” She ranked with Qiartes 
Chaplin Md Douglas Fairbanks 
Sr., her husband, as the best-known 
and most admired of Hollywood 
-personalities. She was perceptive 
enough to select tte best photogra- 
phers, directors and supporting 

actors, and generous in givmg them 
credit; and she herself was a dedi- 
cated and hard-worldng actress. 

Tte advent of sound and tte 
breakup of her marriage to Fair-

Brezhnev Begins

‘Someone to Rhone’ 

“We go home and find people 
jumpy mid we become the same 
way,” observed Rep.

Israeli Cabinet 
Backs Economic 
Austerity Plan 

TEL AVIV, May 30 (AP) — The 
Israeli Cabinet yesterday approved 
Finance Minis ta Simcha Ehrlich's 
austerity plan to control inflation. 

Thirteen ministers voted in favor 
of the plan, which calls for trimm- 
ing the state budget by $140 mil- 
lion. or about 1.2 percent The bulk 
of the cuts will be directed to bdp 
pay the cost of the military reloca- 
tion from the Sinai to the Negev 
desert. Only one minister voted 
against the program. 

The Finance Ministry says that 
the cuts will hold inflation for the 
coming year to 60 percent, but 
other economists want that the rate 
could reach 100 percent. Last year 
inflation was 48. 1 percent. 

Israel will need to spend about 
$1 billion more than the $3 billion 
in U.S grants and loans to finance 
the military withdrawal from the 
Sinai and the building of new de- 
fense fines in the Negev during the 
next three years.

From 1919 to her retire- 
ment. she earned at least SI million 
a year as an actor-producer with 
United Artists, and then there were 
large sums from real-estate invest- 
ments and her holdings in United 
Artists. Her fortune at her death 
was estimated at $50 million.

Her original name 
was Gladys Smith. Her father died 
when she was 4. and her mother 
ran a candy counter and took in 
sewing to keep the family — there 
were two other children — afloat. 
The household atmosphere was 
pinchpenny and education was a 
luxury, so Gladys' entire formal ed- 
ucation consisted of six to seven 
months of schooling spread over 
two years. 

She was not much more than 5 
when -she made her acting debut 
with her sister, Lottie, in "The Sil- 
ver King,*' a melodrama at the To- 
ronto Opera House.

Acting 
in the early films was not consid- 
ered worthy of serious thespians.

There followed such successes as 
“CinderUa," “Fanchon, the Crick- 
et,” "The Foundling,” “Poor Little 
Peppina" and “The Pride of the 
Gan,” the actress’ first seven- 
reeler, which was released in 1917. 
These films, all for Paramount or 
Famous Players- Paramount, made 
Miss Pickford a national institu- 
tion. 

Miss Pickford’s popularity was 
further enhanced in 1920 by her 
marriage to Fairbanks. Dashing, 
daring and enthusiastic, he was the 
symbol' of respectable manhood. 
Doug and Maty, as the couple be- 
came known, were immediately 
hailed as the all-American husband 
and wife by movie fans. 

Miss Pickford and Fairbanks co- 
s tarred only once, in a 1929 sound 
film of Shakespeare’s “The Taming 
or the Shrew." 

The idyll ended in the early 30s. 
Sound came to the movies, and 
Miss Pickford ended her acting ca- 
reer with “Secrets," her 194th mov- 
ie.

NEW YORK, May 30 (NYT) — 
Lou Little, 85. Columbia Universi- 
ty's football coach from 1930 to 
1956. died Monday at a nursing 
home in Delray Beach, Fla*, where 
he had long resided after his retire- 
ment. 

Mr. Little's Columbia teams lost 
more games than they won. but two 
of the 110 victories were milestones 
in intercollegiate football. The first 
occurred Jan. I, 1934, in the Rose 
Bowl at Pasadena. Calif- where the 
Lions upset Stanford, the Pacific 
Coast Conference champion. They 
had set out as the most hopeless 
underdogs ever invited to the West 
Coast classic. 

In 1947. another underdog Col- 
umbia team defeated Army. It was 
the first loss for the Cadets in 33 
games over a four-year period. ^ 

Mr. Little grew up in Leomin- 
ster. Mass. His 40 years in college 
football began in 1916. when be 
made the varsity team at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania as a sopho- 
more tackle. 

After combat service in World 
War 1 as an infantry captain, he re- 


turned to Pout and played on the 
1919 championship team. After 
graduation. Mr. Little had a brief 
fling with professional football, 
then in its infancy, before starting 
his coaching career at Georgetown 
University, m Washington, D.C., in 
1924. Georgetown, victors in 39 of 
53 games, became a major Eastern 
power during his six seasons as 
coach. 

In 1930, Mr. Little took the post 
at Columbia, turning ' down the 
chance to return -to his alma mater 
as coach. He continued to have 
winning seasons. 

The touchdown that defeated 
Stanford, 7-0, came on a trick play, 
which the coach delighted in di- 
agramming for years thereafter. AJ 
Barabas scored the touchdown. An- 
other star was Giff Montgomery, 
the first of several outstanding 
passers developed by Mr. Little. 
Sid Luck man came next, then Paul 
Govern al i and Gene Rossides. It 
was Rossides’ scoring pass to Bill 
Swiacki that helped to upset Army. 
21-20, in 1947. 

A member of the College Foot- 


ball Hall of Fame. Mr. Little served 
as president of the American Root- 
ball Coaches Association. His fel- 
low coaches remembered his exten- 
sive collection of suits, shirts and' 
ties, and his ability to go through a 
restaurant menu from top to bot- 
tom. 

Mr. Little enjoyed playing foot- 
ball so much that he scrimmaged 
with his players while wearing a 
minimum of protective equipment. 
That practice ceased in 1937 after 
he suffered a fracture of the spinal 
column. 

His powerful bass voice could be 
heard all over the practice fields 
until he developed trouble with his 
vocal cords. After several opera- 
tions, he was reduced to issuing 
commands in throaty whispers. 

Mr. Little knew much about his 
athletes and helped them with the 
social, academic and financial 
problems of campus life. 

After his retirement, be and his 
wife, the former Loretta Donohue, 
spent their time on a farm at 
Barnstable, Mass., and at Delray 


Beach, where he played golf almost 
every day. He returned to the Col- 
umbia campus only once, for the 
Penn game in 1977. On that day the 
establishment of a scholarship fund 
in his name was announced.

That Is Bigger Than Univers e 

LIVERMORE, Calif., May 30 (UP I) — - The largest known prime 
number has been discovered by two computer experts and contains 
I3J95 digits, creaiing.a numeral many times the number of atoms 
in the universe. A million, for example,. has 7 digits. Even a billion . 
billion has only 19 digits. 

The discovery by scientists Harry Nelson and David' SJowinski 
eclipses, the last hugest prune number, which was recorded in Feb- 
ruary by Curt KnoQ. a student at California State University at 
Hayward. Thatruunber had 6,987 digits. 

A prime number is a number that cannot be divided by any other 
whole number except itself and the number 1. Two, for example, is 
a prime number. So is 3, 5, 7, 1 L 13, 17, and 19, among others.

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For Want of a Bolt 


The Federal Aviation Administration’s de- 
cision to ground all DC- 10 aircraft was right. 
Once the evidence had reached Washington 
that more than one broken bolt was involved, 
FAA chief Langhome Bond had no choice. 
Something is wrong with the engine mounts 
of the DC- 10s. 

The grounding of the planes will cause 
problems for many travelers. The share of 
the traffic these aircraft normally carry is big, 
and the airlines will be hard put to replace 
them. But how long the planes remain 
grounded is less important than the quality 
of the inspections they receive. Before the 
FAA permits the planes to fly again, it must 
be convinced not only that all damaged parts 
have been replaced them, but also that future 
inspections will be adequate to spot such 
d amag e before it becomes serious. 

The FAA's actions so far in the aftermath 
of that terrible crash in Chicago last Friday 
have been reassuring. Mr. Bond — reason- 
ably — refused to order the DC- 10s out of 
the air simply because one of them had 
crashed. But as soon as he knew a critical 
part had failed, he ordered the immediate in- 
spections that produced the evidence on 
which the indefinite grounding is based. Al- 
though it can be argued, in retrospect, that he 
should have grounded the planes Friday 


night, it makes little sense to take such action 
before you know what the problem is you are 
Hying to solve. 

, Correcting the engine mounts on these air- 
planes. however, will not be the end of the 
matter. There is the question to be answered 
of why previous inspections did not turn up 
the evidence of cracked bolts and other dam- 
age that led to this grounding. Perh ap s the 
FAA’s inspection requirements need a major 
overhaul. There is also the question) of 
whether the pilot could have landed that 
plane safely in Chicago, even after the engine 
fell off. if all its controls had been undam- 
aged. Most modem aircraft c ?n continue to 
fly after losing an engine, and if the DC- 10 
can, it means something else must have gone 
wrong. 

Beyond these problems is a broader ques- 
tion about the DC- 10s. The first substantial 
changes in these planes were made some time 
ago after one of them lost a cargo door and 
crashed near Paris. Now that the planes are ■ 
on the ground, the FAA would be well 
advised to run through all of its safety calcu- 
lations about them again to see if it can spot 
any other potential problems. It is unneces- 1 
sary to say, much less to argue, why this 
would be a good idea.

Arms Sales: Giving Notice 


Carter and Brezhnev have now both said 
that at their summit next month they will try 
to squeeze some results out of what has been 
an interesting but preliminary Soviet-Ameri- 
can dialogue on curbing sales of convention- 
al arms. Their resolve is commendable, and 
not merely because Carter, in running for 
president, put an “immoral” tag on arms 
sales and assumed a personal commitment to 
limit them. Regardless of any moral angle, 
such sales constitute a political reality ur- 
gently needing to be addressed. The United 
States and the Soviet Union, the two leading 
suppliers, have been putting into the hands 
of their reputed friends and clients an ever 
more costly, sophisticated and frightening 
capacity, to engage in violence on their own. 
Simple self-interest supplies all the reason ei- 
ther needs to seek restraints. 

To be sure, focusing on restraints is a bit 
like starting out to bake a cake just with firm 
views of shortening: You need the whole 
recipe. Without a certain consensus among 
Americans and Russians on their overall 
relationship, and specifically on the sort of 
competition they intend to wage in the Third 
World, no policy of restraint will get far. It is 
no accident that the arras-sales talks have 
been hung up precisely at the point where 
arms control turns from a matter engaging 


technicians into a broad foreign-policy issue. 
The Kremlin sought to establish general 
principles of eligibility to receive arms. 
Washington wanted to define permissible 
levels and types of arms transfers. When the 
Russians, responding to an American request 
to identify regions suitable for restraints, 
chose areas of special American interest, the 
talks stalled. 

Even while trying to negotiate controls, the 
administration has been practicing what it 
describes as unilateral restraint Responding 
to critics of its continuing heavy sales in the 
Mideast and elsewhere, it explains with a 
cough that what it has most in mind are qual- 
itative restraints to limit “particularly desta- 
bilizing transfers.” At, the same time, the ad- 
ministration has long said, and is saying 
again now, that it never intended to exercise 
unilateral restraint indefinitely: The policy is 
“up for review later this year.” 

This is presumably a way of putting Mos- 
cow on notice, on the eve of the summit, that 
unless progress is made on negotiating 
restraints, the United States may turn to a 
more competitive approach. There are plenty 
of good reasons not to go this route. But they 
are reasons argued and felt most persuasively 
when they are respected by both great pow-

East Timor — Who? 


Places keep turning up demanding nation- 
hood that most people have never heard of 
and could not locate on a map if their lives 
depended on it. Dominica, for instance. It’s 
down in the Caribbean, it’s got a population 
of 80,000, and it became independent in 
November. Good luck, Dominica. Then 
there's East Timor. It's half of an island in 
the Indonesian chain, its population is in the 
half-million range, and at least some people 
there have been struggling unsuccessfully for 
independence ever since the Portuguese, 
who’d* been there four centuries, exited and 
the Indonesian Army entered, to stay, in 
1975. The “anti-imperialist” crowd at the 
United Nations has regularly pasted In- 
donesia for the takeover, and an energetic 
critic of American policy in Vietnam, Noam 
Chomsky, has adopted East Timor and criti- 
cized the American government for helping 
Indonesia consummate the deed. 

Well, you may ask. why should Dominica 
become a nation when East Timor does not? 
for that matter, why not Biafra. Ukraine, 
Croatia and various other places with claims 
to sovereignly no less weighty than those of 
the states that have repressed them? The list 
of peoples suffering from unrequitted nation- 


alism is very long. There is no good reason 
for it. There is only the explanation of power. 
In East Timor's case, Indonesia had the pow- 
er, and East Timor had neither the guns nor 
the friends-in-deed to compensate. This is al- 
together apart from the question of whether 
East* Timor deserved, or deserves, nation- 
hood on the merits. The 20th century has 
been notably unslective about passing on the 
merits, whatever they are, of peoples asking 
for statehood. 

* * * 

Supporters of East Timor claim the In- 
donesians have killed 100,000 people, a sixth 
of the population. Until recently, the Indone- 
sian government, by keeping the area closed, 
prevented any independent verification of 
these allegations. Now it is letting in foreign 
diplomats and saying it is ready to receive 
the International Committee of the Red 
Cross and foreign journalists. They should 
test Jakarta’s openness. The question of 
statehood for East Timor may be on the 
shelf, but the treatment of the people who 
live in East Timor is something else: It is 
serious and immediate and needs to be 
addressed.

Scandinavia: End to Executions 


S TOCKHOLM — The Norwegi- 
an parliament decided the 
other day that in effect it was 
wrong to have executed Vidkun 
Quisling. That conclusion reached, 
the parliament or Stortinget. then 
passed a proposal to abolish the 
death penalty completely. - .war- 
time entries included. 

Quisling was indeed a quisling. 
He betrayed- his country. He set up 
a Nazi Party and invited Hitler to 
Norway. After the 1941 invasion he 
was given the post of premier. He 
oversaw the Hitler-ordered repres- 
sion of his own people. After the 
war he was sentencea to death and 
executed. 

That sentence was legal. The 
Norwegians had retained capital 
punishment for high treason of that 
magnitude. Now this is changed. 
Another quisling would not be exe- 
cuted in Norway. 

The decision was made after a 
long and sometimes painful discus- 
sion. The scars from the occupation 
still exist, the violations have not 
been forgotten. Medical research 
continues on the aftereffects of the 
abuse of concentration camp 
inmates. 

Some Fears 

Some speakers in the debate 
feared that total abolition would in 
fact belittle the atrocities during 
the war. Others thought that future 
quislings might be deterred if the 
death penalty was retained. But the 
Social Democratic government 
took another line. It was not con- 
vinced by the deterrence argument, 
especially not for high treason in 
wartime. Rather than looking back 
at the Nazi crimes, it wanted to 
spotlighL their feeling that many ex- 
ecutions in the present world are in 
themselves criminal. 

Said one of the authors of the 
proposal, Stein Rognlien of the 
Ministry of Justice: “We are sound- 
ing a fanfare, we want to demon- 
strate to the outside world that we 
oppose capita] punishment. With 
this step we join the other Nordic 
countries in taking an absolute 
stand against that penalty." 

It is true that Norway is follow- 
ing a Scandinavian trend. It began 
in Sweden some years ago. Finland 
came next and last year a decision 
was taken by the Danish parlia- 
ment. The two latter countries, 
also, had trade experiences during 
World War II but no aftermath of 
executions. 

In the end. the main issue in all 
four countries was this:.. What 
would, in difficult periods, be the 
best protection against executions? 

Best Safeguard 
Is it not better to keep the. death 
penalty in the law book than to 
reintroduce it in times of crisis and 
be forced to use it retroactively? 
Would it not be better to use the 
penalty in a limited number of cas- 
es within the law than to nm the 
risk of being pushed to open the 
floodgate and lose legal control? 

Or — would it be more effective 
to try to bufld up a threshold - 
against any execution in all situa- 
tions? Hie latter line was taken by 
Social Democrats. Liberals and 
some other groupings in all four 
nations. They felt that the best 
safeguard for the rule of law would 
be to outlaw in advance any possi- 
bility for a society, to execute its 
own citizens. 

No doubt, most were influenced 
by world events. The executions 
this spring in Iran and Pakistan 
siren thened ihe humanitarian side 
in the Norwegian discussion. It was 
also noted that Premiers Hoveida 
and Bhutto certainty got no protec- 
tion from the fuel that capital pun- 
ishment hud existed during their 
rule. The trial procedure* were not 
better because of that.

In Portugal there were no execu- 
tions after the military coup in 
April 1974. The new regime did not 
reinstate capital punishment and 
managed to control the situation in 
that respecL Spain moved’ from 
Franco to democracy without any 
death sentences and has now abol- 
ished them. The Greek government 
could save the lives of the junta 
leaders with little public outcry. 
Even bitter wars have ended m 
modern times without executions. 
The Biafra conflict is one example. 

Obviously, no law of nature is 
working here. To execute or not ap- 
pears to depend mainly on the po- 
litical will of those in power. De- 
sires of vengeance have been con- 
trolled when political leaders so 
wanted. 

Public Approval 

The conclusion in Scandinavia 
has been to Uy to make executions 
impossible, to remove the death 
penalty from all law books, and 
even bar it in their respective con- 
stitutions. The hope is that this 
firm stand will influence public 


S itnion to think in terms other 
an blood revenge. 

It seems to have worked. A re- 
cent opinion poll showed that most 
Swedes are againsL the death penal- 
ty. That may have encouraged the 
goverment to continue a policy of 
protests. Since several years the 
Swedish Foreign Ministers have ap- 
proached other regimes on individ- 
ual cases of death sentences. Occa- 
sionally; the same has been done 'in 
Oslo and Copenhagen. • 

Moreover, the Scandinavian gov- 
ernments have decided to push far 
a world wide abolition via die Unit- 
ed Nations. They have asked for 
this item to be put on the agenda at 
the UN Congress on the Treatment 
of Prisoners and the Prevention of 
Crimes which is to be held in Syd- 
ney next year. 

With that congress in mind and 
the prospect of renewed executions 
in the United States (where no less 
than four hundred prisoners are 
now on death row), the Norwegian 
demonstration was at the very least 
well-timed.

■U.S. Trade Deficit Expands Sharply 


WASHINGTON. March 30 
(UPI) — Higher ofl prices and an 
increased demand for fuel-efficient 
foreign can helped push the U.S. 
trade deficit to $2.i5 billion last 
month from a March deficit of 
58213 millio n, the Commerce De- 
partment said today. 

U.S. exports dropped 3.9 percent 
last month to S13.8S billion after 
rising 7 percent in March to S14.45 
billion and 2.9 percent in February 
to S13.51 billion. Imports increased 
5 percent to 516.04 bOiioa after ris- 
ing 3.2 percent in 'March to 51537 
billion and falling 8.8 percent the 

month before to S 14.81 billion. 

Contributing to the rise in im- 
ports was a 9-percent increase in 
the value of imported petroleum 
and related products to 54.05 bil- 
lion from 53.71 billion in March. 
About 5 percentage points of this 
increase, officials said, represented 
an increase in the amount of oil 
imported, and 4 percent was due to 
higher prices for imported oil. 

Imports of cars from countries 
other than Canada increased from 
5681.1 million in March to SI.05 


billion in April. Man\ of these 
came from Japan and West Germa- 
ny. Increased imports of coffer and 
fish also contributed to the April 
deficit. 

Government official* staid that 
they still expect the U.S. trade defi- 
cit for this year to be about 5233 
billion, a S5-billion improvement 
from last year. They said that the 
March deficit had been unusually 
low and that they had no; expected 
that rate to continue. The deficit 
was 53.10 billion in January and 
SI-30 billion in February. April was 
the 35th consecutive month that 
the United States has run a trade 
deficit.

Steel Recession Entering Sixth Year , Producers Say 

of U.S. impoi 
cent in 1977.

BRUSSELS, May 30 — The 
orld’s steel producers, despite a 
rong first four months this year, 
re not willing to declare an end to 
le five-year recession that has 
rougbt a major overhaul of the 
idustry. _ 

Statistics gathered by the Inter- 
ational Iron & Steel Institute sog- 
jsi that production in the non- 
ommunist world has gone up 
tore than 9 percent this year com- 
ared with the same period last 
sar. 

Total output, in March for the 29 
>un tries surveyed was 42.7 million 
ms, the highest production for a 
ngle month since October, 1974, 
hen steel production was on the 
ecline. On a more meaningful 
mg-tenn curve, production this 
sar is moving op from a plateau 
•ached at the end of last year. The 
jrve in 1974, after a brief rise, was 
eadily downward. 

“All that rate could perhaps say 
that it is possible that in 1979 we 
ill approach the 1974 results,” 
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st>M Lenhard Holschnh, the. insti- 
tute's secretary-general. 

The industry’s caution stems 
from several factors, among which 
is that steel production is generally 
higher in the first half of any year. 
There is also the experience of 
1974 After reaching record high 
levels in 1973, steel production con- 
tinued to rise for a time, even after, 
other industries were moving into a 
recession caused by the Arab oil 
embargo and steep increases in 
world off prices. 

Then production fell sharply. It 
was down for 1974 as a whole, and 
again in 1975. It recovered some- 
what, then fell again in 1977 before 
beginning a new but not-so-steady 
upturn. . . 

Production in the non-Commu- 
nist industrial sector, which in-, 
dudes Western Europe, North 
America and Japan, rose from 
150.4 milli on tons in 1950 to the 
high point of 463-5 nrillion ions in 
1974 and fell to 420 nrillion tons 
last year. These countries in 1950 
produced more than 79 percent of 
the world's steel and consumed 
75.5 percent. Last year they pro- 
duced 59 percent and consumed 53 
percent 

The Communist states in 1950 
produced 36.6 million tons, less 
than 20 percent of the world total 
Last year they produced 245.2 mil- 
lions tons, more than 34 percent of 
world output 

' Third World 

In the Third World, production 
rose from 2.8 million tons, 1:5 per- 
cent of world production, in 1950, 
to 46.8 million tons, 6.6 percent 

T^^growth curves for the Ccnh- 
munii t and developing worlds were 
similar, steadily upward, unlike the 
cyclical experience of the . older, 
more developed economies. How- 
ever. their rapid rise in production 
failed to keg? pace with demand. 
They still had to import sted. 

In the Communist sector, the So- 
viet Union is the largest producer, 
turning out 151.4 imuion tons last 
year, more than any country in the 


world. “Their tons don’t mean very 
much, however," a Brussels econo- 
mist said. “Their sted is so heavy 
that it cannot be used for automo- 
bile bodies and they had to import 
steel from Italy and elsewhere.” 

The Third World group includes 
South Korea, where output has in- 
creased by 1,200 percent since 1968 
to reach nearly 5 million tons — 
more than Austria, Luxembourg or 
Sweden — and Brazil, were produo 
tion nearly tripled in the same peri- 
od to exceed 12 million tons and 
equal the output of Belgium. 

Industrial World 

In the industrial world there are' 
major differences in experience 
among Japan, the United States 
and the European Economic Com- 
munity, which indudes the largest 
and oldest steelmakers in the non- 
Communist world. 

The large, highly efficient Japa- 
nese sted industry has suffered 
huge setbacks since the beginning 
of the world sted recession. Do- 
mestic demand fell sharply when 
the high growth trend of the Japa- 
nese economy was halted. Europe 
and the Umted States forced the 
Japanese to reduce their exports so 
that production fell from 100 per-, 
cent of capacity in the fiscal year 
wwimg cany in 1974 to 69 percent 
in the farai year that ended m early 
1978. 

Despite its hnge excess capacity, 
the Japanese industry is profitable 
because it has been able to find ad- 
ditional export markets, to get 
higher prices for its products and to 
increase domestic sales. Exports to 
the United States have declined 
and now account for 30.7 percent 


of U.S. imports, against 4&5 per- 


J ap an exported 1.6 million tons 
in 1977 to Che Common Market. 
"Last year the figure was 837,000 
tons but prices were 25 percent 
higher, largdy because the yea had 
increased sharply in value. 

The Japanese announced last 
week that, in the fiscal year that 
ended March 31, they had sold 6.1 
million tons of steel to China, an 
increase of 37 percent over the pre- 
vious year. Sales to the Umted 
States were 5.7 million tons, a drop 
of 21 percent from the previous 
year. 

Throughout the EEC the indus- 
try is operating at about 66 percent 
of capacity. Since 1975 it has re- 
duced employment by more than 
. 13 percent, about 104, 000 jobs. 

Recognizing a need to further 
scale down die size of the industry, 
the EEC is sponsoring a program to 
reduce production capacity .and 
shif t workers to other jobs or help 
them retire early. The French gov- 
ernment has been faced with work- 
er protests. Tbe British and Italian 
governments have been accused of 
blocking the program. The other 
members have agreed to the plan. 

. By comparison with Europe, the 
U.S. sted industry is a picture of 
prosperity. The first-quarter pro- 
duction rise of nearly 11 percent 
was almost as gnat as die increase 
in Japanese production. But, al- 
though their mills are operating 
near capacity, UB. stedmakecs are 
cautious about forecasting produc- 
tion. 
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estimate* put arniiml inflation at' 
about 15 percent.

“The Nabokov- Wilson Letters,” 
edited, annotated, and introduced 
by Simon Kariinsky , professor of 
Slavic languages and literature, at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, is the written record of 
that friendship. It contains 264 let- 
ters, the extant remains of a corre- 
spondence that begins in the sum- 
mer of 1940, withNabokov propos- 
ing that he and Wilson meet, and 
ends, for all intents and purposes, 
in the spring of 1958, with a per- 
functory ccchange of summer-itin- 
eraries. 

In the meantime, their mutual af- 
fection flourishes. Wilson extends a 
helping hand to the _ financially 
harp -up immigrant, praises his first 
writings in En glish, introduces him 
to editors, publishers, and friends. 
Deeply grateful (“1 feel it. is you 
who nave given me the great 
Push”), Nabokov encourages and 
nurses Wilson's burgeoning interest 
in Russian literature: Opinions are 
exchanged, favorite writers recom- 
mended, even articles of clothing 
borrowed. “Dear Bonny. I am 
sending you the socks you lent me 
and a sample of my translation of 
You-gin One-gin.” Wilson proposes 
a book collaboration, lines up a 
publisher, and arranges advances. 

In short, they weren't bong 
merely facetious when they wrote 
in the course of the “Onegin” ex- 
change that they had been friends. 
And this volume creates an ex- 
tremely rich and interesting back- ' 
ground against which to rerrad that 
exchange (so much so that one 
wishes it had been included in these 
pages). 

But why does the book matter so 
much by itself? Why do we read it 
as avidly as we do a compelling 
novel — and a good deaf more 
avidly, by the way, than we did 
Wilson's ^Letters on Literature and 
Politics.

Having Nailed Down His Position 
As a Champion of Wildlife, Author 
Richard Adams Turns to Erotica

L ondon (iht> — as the 

underground train rattled 
north toward his temporary Isl- 
ington flat on the fringes of intel- 
lectual Loaded. Richard Adams 
leaned his tweed-suited frame 
forward, every inch a country- 
man. 

A long wool muffler in muted 
stripes was looped round his 
neck. His color and fitness af- 
firmed the daily walks of 8 to 20 
miles on the Isle of Man, his 
hideaway (with a 21 percent tax 
rate) since the phenomenal suc- 
cess of his first novel, “Water- 
ship Down.” He talked nonstop 
against the screech of the wheels, 
a mental hummingbird darting 
from Proust to the grinding pace 
of U.S. promotional book tours. 

“Watership Down,” Adams' 
anthropomorphic tale of high ad- 
venture among rabbits, has been 
published in 18 languages. He 
reckons sales run upward of 11 
million copies, making it one of 
the most widely published fiction 
works of the century. The fanta- 
sy has bounded into the realm of 
cult literature. His subsequent 
novels. “Shaidik,” a story of a gi- 
ant bear and reincarnation, and 
The Plague Dogs,” with sales of 
each at 700.000. have nailed 
down his position as champion 
of wildlife. Now the 59- year-old' 
novelist has switched fictional 
habitats and has just finished 
writing about human passions. 

‘Passionately Physical’ 

In the small book-lined flat, 
he expanded: Tve endeavored 
to write an erotic novel — and, 
my God, it is erotic in places 
... a book about a passionate- 
ly physical love affair with no 
holds barred that can be read by 
anybody and they'll feel better 
for iL" The evening before, he' 
finished reading aloud his fourth 
novel — a ghost story set in con- 
temponuy times — to an dd 
friend, a 74-year-old woman. It is 
his final ritual ' before turning a 


manuscript over to his publisher. 
“The story — *A Girl in a Swing’ • 
— is trying to do the impossiblc. 
But then so was ‘watership 
Down.' " 

“Since we’ve had the permis- 
sive society, erotic writing has 
gone ah wrong. OK — so we can 
use four-letter words. OK! So we 
can give detailed descriptions of 
intercourse." Somewhere along 
the line, be argues, sex lost style 
'and dignity 

“If you subscribe to the Pla- 
tonic view that God, or whatever 
it is, made the world and every- 
thing in h, then presumably be 
had an idea of what be wanted a 
tiger to be, or a beautiful girl or 
a plane tree,” be said. “Dignity is 
the; extent to which the actual in- 
dividual tiling comes up to this 
. ideal ... Sex ought to be dig- . 
nified. It ought to be great fun. 
even be comic — to some extern 
It ought to have style!" And 
style to Adams? An amusing 
quality, one of confidence. “Cor! 
Look at her!” He let out an an- 
glicized wolf-whistle. “She’s got 
style — tike Sophia Loren.” 

Can Adams pull off erotica? “I 
do think a novelist ought to be 
continually hying new things,” 
he said. “If you’re just going to 
write the same old bode time af- 
ter time, that may be a meal tick- 
et. but it’s not novel-writing. IT 
you come a few croppers, well 
what the bdL" 

As a novelist Adams is a sport 
in the literary world. Although 
he wrote poetry as a youth read- 
ing history at Oxford and as a 
paratrooper for 5K years, during 
the war, be “packed it in” for a 
paycheck that allowed him to 
many Elizabeth. There followed 
25 years of writing terse reports 
in the anonymous warrens of the 
British Gvu Service. He discov- 
ered a “tremendous zest” for idl- 
ing stories to his young daugh- 
ters. One was the * rabbit story" 
they finally convinced Him to 
write down longhand In the 
evenings. Four publishers and 
three agents rejected it before it

was accepted by a one-man pub- 
lisher, Rex Col lmgs. in 1972. 

His head tilted back, eyes 

S neezed tightly sbui. Adams 
fleeted: “f felt when I wrote 
'Watership Down* that the sort 
of books that were sold to chil- 
dren had gone wrong somehow, 
they didn’t respect the dignity of 
the child. reader — treat him as if 
he were an adulL” So he set 
about writing a book “that 
pulled no punches, no conde- 
scension ... a miniature 
riovd” that like his definition of 
a real novel examined some fun- 
damental aspect of the human 
situation. Parts were modeled on 
Proust, “to extend the child.” 
There were quotations at chapter 
headings, poetry, maps of the ac- 
tual topography. “It's really 
about leadership though some- 
one had to point this out before I 
realized iL I wrote it intuitively.” 

‘Very Strongly* 

Adams leaped up and began 
to pace an L-shaped trajectory. 
“I believe very strongly that 
what we caO creation in the arts 
is actually more a question of 
observation, of bong plugged 
into a kind of outlet, or conduit," 
out of which ideas flow. When 
did he decide to write about 
humans? “You don't decide. 
Thai's -what I was telling you 
before," be snapped reprovingly. 
“These ideas oocur spontaneous- 
ly. You don’t always know why.” 
However, he strongly credits 
Jungian analysis that be un- 
derwent in the mid-1950s with 
patting him in harmony with cre- 
ative forces. He was to lecture to 
the London Analytical Club that 
evening on “Myth,- Dreams and 
the Creative Imagination.” 

His mood shifted. “People sa 
‘Why did you write this st« 


‘How are you motivated. Mr. 
Adams?’ You say, ‘I wanted to 
make some money.’ It’s a com- 
plete answer, particularly in 
America." A grin played across, 
his face. 

Vanishing Species 

He dismissed critics' charges 
that- he is overemotional about 
animal experimentation in “The 
Plague Dogs." 

“I suppose most people don't 

feel about animals wnat ldo . . . 

In the last 300 years something 
like 300 species nave disappeared 
from the face of the earth alto- 
gether as a result of the activities 
of man." Thus this fall, as a new- 
ly elected vice president of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty 'to Animals, he will 
spearhead a tour of 10 British 
□ties to condemn the Newfound- 
land harp-seal slaughter. 

He is getting ready to return 
the next day to the Isle of Man 
and Lheigy Doo, Manx- Gaelic 
for the Black Hills. The library 
window where he writes over- 
looks the Irish Sea and the hills, 
which darken every night with 
rooks returning to roosL “As 
' dusk falls you can see these black 
chaps sailing by — like great 
cinders on the wind. Rather 
dramatic.” 

They don't pay much mind on 
the Isle of Man to the movie ver- 
sion of “Watership Down,” or to 
the fact that its Art Garfunkd 
theme song, “Bright Eyes,” has 
been No. 1 on the London pop 
charts for six weeks', or that “Pla- 
gue Dogs" is now, being made 
into a movie.

“Did you 
like it?" Adams asked. “Nawww, 

I snapped it off," came the reply.
